An Easton Press Science Fiction 
Bibliography

E This bibliography is put forth as a help to others who share with me the desire 
to have complete collections of what is surely the most elegant of all science 
fiction publications, Easton Press leather-bound books. What began as a simple 
three-volume purchase of a set of science fiction books in a used bookstore has 
grown to a collection of about three hundred titles. 

Let me begin a little further back in time before I began my Easton Press collec- 
tion, which has now led to this bibliography. Almost 50 years ago I discovered 
the writings of authors like E. E. “Doc” Smith, A. E. van Vogt, Edgar Rice 
Burroughs, Edmond Hamilton, Poul Anderson, Frederik Pohl, Isaac Asimov, Hal 
Clement, Jack Williamson, Edgar Pangborn, and so many others. Over the next 
twenty years I read a great number of those and many other author’s writings, and 
accumulated quite a number of science fiction books. Another twenty-five years 
passed, and after a few moves around the country none of those books remained. 
It was with this background that I found myself in a used bookstore looking at a 
three-volume set of books titled Astounding Stories: The Sixtieth Anniversary 
Collection, published by the Easton Press, of Norwalk, Connecticut. 

I purchased that three-volume set for the grand sum of fifteen dollars and de- 
cided to see if Easton Press had actually published any other science fiction titles. 
What a pleasant surprise it was to find that there was a leather-bound edition of 
Doc Smith’s Skylark of Space. I purchased a copy and then made my first contact 
with Easton Press. Information on two science fiction series being published was 
obtained and I began to purchase titles from both series. Initially it appeared that 
only fifty titles were involved in the Masterpieces of Science Fiction series, and 
as far as I could tell an unknown number of titles were published in the Signed 
First Editions of Science Fiction series. 
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From several other sources on the Internet, such as some incomplete lists, and 
titles being offered for sale through different used book services, I was able to 
piece together a list of authors and titles. Over time my lists grew to over two 
hundred and fifty titles and now contain about three hundred. Having put to- 
gether complete collections of both of the Easton Press science fiction series, I 
then set about compiling more complete information on each of the titles. 

In order to complete my lists I again contacted Easton Press. With the excel- 
lent assistance of Mr. Robert Pomeroy, program director for the science fiction 
series, I was able to confirm the complete listing of the titles in both series as well 
as obtain additional information given in this bibliography. Another source of 
invaluable information has been Professor James Gunn who personally has con- 
tributed about one-half of the book introductions used in both series. Professor 
Gunn has graciously added his history with Easton Press as part of the introduc- 
tion to this bibliography. 

All of the Signed First Editions of Science Fiction volumes by their very na- 
ture carry the author’s signature (except for Roger Zelazny in Donnerjack), but 
only about thirteen of the Masterpieces of Science Fiction volumes are issued as 
signed copies. Since many of the Masterpieces of Science Fiction titles were 
issued after the author’s death only about 100 of the 135 different titles in this 
series are possible to have signed. One of my pleasures in recent years has been 
in contacting most of the authors to obtain their signature in my copies. Not only 
has Easton Press selected some of the very best science fiction writings for inclu- 
sion in their two series, but the many authors are some of the finest people I have 
had contact with. 

While Easton Press has maintained the two science fiction series and their 
approximately three hundred titles, there is also another Easton Press series, 
Masterpieces of Fantasy, which contains about thirty-five titles, some by authors 
appearing in the two science fiction series. Many of these books are available 
either directly from Easton Press or from one of the secondary resale markets. I 
would like to give special thanks to Easton Press for allowing this bibliography 
to be published; to James Gunn, who saw in a simple spreadsheet something that 
might be helpful to others; and to Robert Pomeroy of Easton Press, without whose 
help this bibliography would not have been possible. 


Masterpieces and Me, by James Gunn 


In Kurt Vonnegut’s The Sirens of Titan, Unk says, “I was the victim of a series of 
accidents, as are we all.” That’s been true of my life as well. 

My association with Easton Press was no exception. In the middle of the 1980s 
I got a flyer from Easton Press announcing a new series of leather-bound collec- 
tors editions to be called Masterpieces of Science Fiction. On an impulse, I wrote 
the publisher, David Ward, and suggested that Easton send a complimentary set 
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to Special Collections in Spencer Research Library. I was surprised when Ward 
wrote back and said Easton would be happy to contribute the series to Special 
Collections. I also included a list of titles I recommended for inclusion in the 
series. 

But that was not the end of it. A month or so later I got a letter from Eric 
Stones, the senior editor at Easton in charge of the series, thanking me for my 
suggestions and enclosing a couple of sample collector’s notes for the first two 
books in the series, H. G. Wells’s The War of the Worlds and Arthur C. Clarke’s 
2001: A Space Odyssey. I wrote back that the notes had some inaccuracies. A 
few days later I got a telephone call from Eric asking if I would rewrite them. 
Before we had concluded our conversation, I had agreed to write all the collector’s 
notes. Then he asked if the books should include introductions. I said that I thought 
introductions added class and might be useful, too, in explaining why the titles 
were “masterpieces.” When Eric asked who we would get to write the introduc- 
tions, I volunteered to secure the services of some well-known writers. Eric thought 
that was a great idea. 

For a dozen years, then, working with half a dozen different editors, I wrote 
collector’s notes and solicited writers and scholars for introductions. When I 
couldn’t find anyone to write an introduction and a deadline was looming, I or 
my late colleague, Stephen Goldman, would do it. That’s how our names got on 
so many title pages. We also suggested some illustrations for some of the early 
editions, and I recommended some SF illustrators as well. Some of the Verne 
illustrations in one volume were watercolors, and I offered my opinion that SF 
illustrations needed hard edges. 

Easton was paying five hundred dollars for an introduction, but Eric thought it 
would be great if writers would accept as payment a subscription to the series. 
That worked well for a time—and all but a few writers opted for the subscrip- 
tion—but as the series stretched past the original fifty planned volumes, to sev- 
enty-five and beyond, billing all these free subscriptions to the series became a 
financial burden. At that point, payment for introductions was cut to fifty vol- 
umes and then to twenty-five. Finally, in 1995, the series was put on hold because 
older volumes had gone out of stock and the requests of new subscribers couldn’t 
be fulfilled. A year or so later, however, Easton began to reprint half a dozen 
books a year, and then, in 1999, new titles began to be added again. This time the 
selections were made by Easton from recent award winners. 

The Signed First Editions of Science Fiction got created at the World Science 
Fiction Convention in Atlanta in 1986. I had persuaded Eric Stones to attend so that 
he could meet some of the writers he was reprinting and some of the people who 
were writing introductions for him, and he had persuaded me to attend as well. 
Over dinner one evening he said that Easton was considering a new series of signed 
first editions of science fiction. I thought it would be popular, and agreed to read 
manuscripts and bound proofs and recommend which books to include and then to 
write introductions for them. That process lasted until 1997, when Easton at first 
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decided to expand its list of introducers, then, shortly thereafter, to choose the 
books in house, dispense with introductions, and use collector’s notes instead. 

The two series have been good for science fiction—besides adding to the in- 
come (and shelves) of authors, they have provided some great books to collectors, 
some of whom, like David Williams and Ron Larson, have gone to considerable 
trouble and expense to get all their editions signed. These well-crafted leather- 
bound editions with gilded edges and frontispieces by well-known SF artists 
have conferred some prestige on the field. When Easton mailed out its flyers, 
science fiction was listed alongside the complete works of Shakespeare, Faulkner, 
and Hemingway, the Harvard Classics, Library of the Presidents, Great Books of 
the Twentieth Century, Books That Changed the World, the too Greatest Books 
Ever Written, not to mention the Complete Arabian Nights, Winnie the Pooh, 
The Wizard of Oz, and others. Easton always has done a fine job of publishing 
and a first-class job of mail-order solicitation and customer service. 

The Masterpieces of Science Fiction series also has been good for Easton. At 
one time, one of the supervising editors told me, Masterpieces was Easton’s fourth 
most popular series. He also told me that the other series had four consulting 
editors doing what I had been doing all by myself—but that’s another story.
